Therei was practically every 
variety of poultry in the Standard 
on exhibition and, some were excep- 
tionally good in both size and color 
of the breeds they represented.. Mr. 
Zike of Morristown judged the exhi- 
bit and spoke very highly 
of the 


quality of tie stock and the man- 
agement in general. 


The size of the single 
exhibition 


coops should b'e two feet 
by 
two 


feet and six inches high. Coops of 
even size gives the superintendent a 
better chance "to arrange the exhibit 
and also makes a far better appear: 
ance. I noticed some of the coops 
were entirely too small 'for the large 
birds they contained. This should 
not be allowed another year. It is a 
detriment to.health of the fowl and 
'does not give the bird a chance to 
show its true carriage or symmetry 
for which the Standard allows eight 
points in one hundred. In addition 
it is against the rules:of the Ameri- 
can Poultry association "to use .any 
other than1 standard-sized for exhi 
bition purposes. 


I am sorry to say that mo'st of 


the methods -used by some of our 
huckster pouTtrymen are not to be 
commended to those fanciers 
who 


have the poultry raising business at 
heart. The one raises poultry, for 
the purpose of improving his flock, 
the other buys a fairly good chicken 
bere and there, shows them at fair 
and offers them for sale as prize

Workman's Compensation

It 
will not matter how the accident oc- 
curred so long as the employe was 
not injured through wilful miscon-

If 
an employer gives a notice to that 
effect, he must take his^chance in 
the courts as at present in cases of 
accidents hut he cannot plead as a 
defense that the employe was negli- 
gent, or that the injury was caused 


by the negligence of a fellow em- 


ploye or that the employe assumed 
the risk of the injury. 
Under the 


employers' liability act at present he 
cannot plead those three defenses 
so that no change will be made in 
the status of the employer if he de- 
cids not to come under the act. If 
the employe chooses'to stay out of 
the plan and take his chances :in 
the courts he cannot recover dam- 
ages if the injury was due to neg- 
ligence, or was caused by a fello 
servant, and he is presumed to as 
sume the risk of the injury. So tha 
if the employe does not come unde 
the plan he is put back where 
was before the employers' liabilil 
act of 1911 was passed.

After fourteen days he be 


gins to draw a sum.-equal to 55 pe: 
cent of his wages. If he is totallj 
disabled this payment will continu 
for a period of 500 weeks. If 
he 


is partially disabled the compensa- 
tion is at the rate one half the diff- 
erence between his earning capacitj 
before and after injury. That is i: 
he could earn $20 a week before am 
$10 afterwards he would receive one 
half of the difference $5. A schedule 
of some injuries with the time o: 
payment is set forth as follows:—

trial accidents. Fully 25,000 me; 
are killed every year in the Unitei 
States and a half million are injur 
ed. Up to 1911 no state had enac 
ted a valid^law to provide agains 
these losses.

law; 


which at least take a forward step 
Indiana's new law is merely a step 
It is not up to the standard set in 
many states but it is a vast im 
provement over the employers' lia- 
bility law which was in turn a grea 
improvement over the oil riot of in- 
dividualism which is supcrccded.

- . Iron and Coke When Floor in 


Marion Plant Falls. 


WAS INSPECTED LAST MONTH 


Marion, Ind., Sept. 1.—In the col- 


lapse of the charging floor of the 
cupola of the Atlas 
foundry in 


South Marion yesterday 
afternoon 


John Dillon, .30 years old, was kill- 
ed; Ora Wallace, colored, was seri- 
ously injured, both legs being crush- 
ed from the hips down, and Joe 
Bruzis and William -Chinski sustain- 
ed severe injuries. 


• Dillon was buried beneath 
fifty 


tons of iron ore, coke and machin- 
ery. His body was not removed un- 
til 50 workmen removed the wreck- 
age in frantic attempt to rescue the 
man. 
Almost every bone 
in 
his 


body was broken. 


The crash came without^ a sec- 


ond's warning. The workmen were 
employed on the charging 
scaffold 


about twenty feet above the "floor, 
(filing the cupola 
with 
the'' daily 


charge' of iron ore, coke and other 
materials, when the crash came, 
carrying d6wn with the men a 
crushing machine. It was half an 
hour 
before 
Dillon's body 
was 


found. 


The cause of the accident is un- 


known. 'The factory 
management 


declares that the plant has been in- 
spected by four factory inspectors 
within the last month. The approx- 
imate loss to the company is $1,500.
